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DECISION ON TWO PETITIONS 
UNDER 37 C.F.R. §§ 1.47(a) and 1.48(a) 



This is in response to the two petitions under 37 C.F.R. §§1.47(a)‘ and 1.48(a) 2 , concurrently 
filed August 18, 2005. 



1 A grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.47(a) requires: 

(1) the petition fee of $130; 

(2) a surcharge of either $65 or $130 if the petition is not filed at the time of filing the application, as set 
forth in 37 CFR § 1.16(e); 

(3) a statement of the last known address of the non-signing inventors; 

(4) either 

a) proof that a copy of the entire application (specification, claims, drawings, and the oath or 
declaration) was sent or given to the non-signing inventor for review and proof that the non-signing 
inventor refuses to join in the application or 

b) proof that the non-signing inventor cannot be found or reached after diligent effort; 

(5) a declaration which complies with 37 CFR §1.63. 

2 A grantable petition under 37 C.F.R. § 1.48(a) requires: 

(1) A request to correct the inventorship that sets forth the desired inventorship change;
